TOWN COUNCIL MET 


IN REGULAR SISSION 
An Early Closing By-Law Will Be 
Put in Porca in the Near Putcre 


The council met in regular session 
in the chamber last night, Mayor 
Stort in the chair and Councillors 
May, Ross, Fraser and Picard present. 
ADVERTISING MATTERS. 


Mr. Irwin addressed the council re- 
garding advertisement in a syndicate 
of Americin farm papers: The mat- 
ter was left over to be dealt with in 
committee of the whole. 

A representative of the. Farmer’s 
Advocate, addressed the counciljre- 
garding an advertisement in the cx- 
hibition number of the Advocate. This 
met er was also left for discussion in 
committee. 

REAL ESTATE MEN COMPLAIN. 


Mr. Killen, of the firm of Killen 
& Gilbert, on behalf of the real estate 
men spoke, voicing complaints of the 
yeal estate men regarding the pre- 
sent by-law. They claimed it unfair 
that some firms should be allowed to 
do business during the best season of 
the year by paying only a portion of 
the annual fee. He thought the full 
year’s license fee shouid be charged 
in each case. also that certificates 
shovld be issued only to agents hav- 
ing business houses and that the li- 
censees should be given all the pro- 
tection possible by a rigid enforse- 
ment of the by-law. Mayor Short 
suggested that the petitioners form a 
committee to consider the by-law and 
make any suggestions in sonnection 
therewith to the town solicitor. This 
was satisfactery and the matter was 
Je’t for the time being. 


RE PAMPHLETS, 

C. W. Sutter addressed the council 
asking for assistance in publishing an 
additional edition of five thousand 
pamphlets advertising the Edmonton 
district. This question will also 
come up in committee of the whole. 

The minutes of the preceding mect- 
ings were finally reached at ten 
o'clock, read and adopted. 


SIDEWALK WORK. 

The town engineer reported that 
the wages paid on sidewalk construc- 
tion had been cut and the men em- 
ployed had quit work. Other men 
were being procured and the work 
would proceed. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

The question of a fire alarm sys- 
tem was discussed briefly and the 
fire, water and light committee were 
asked to inauire into the matter and 
report fuliy. 

Councillor Picard reported pro- 
gress on behalf of the special com- 
mittee to look after the proposed de- 
flection of Jasper avenue east. 

The Secretary was instructed to 
ascertain the boundaries of the Ed- 
monton school district for the guid- 
ance of the council in considering the 
extension of the town boundaries. 

The Secretary was instructed to 
eall for tenders for the supply of coal 
to the power house for the coming 
year. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Prof. Riddell wrcete the council 
complaining against the dog tax by- 
law. The notice published had not 
intimated that the tax would be 
doubled on June Ist and he thought 
it unfair to hold a stranger respon- 
sible for not knowing the reguiations 
in force here, when these differed 
from those in force in other places. 

J .A. Stovel also complained about 
the tax. 2 
After considerable discussion the 
council resolved to stand by the by- 
law. 

A letter was read from Mr. J. H. 
Gariepy asking that a street ligkt be 
placed at the corner of Victoria 
avenue and Fourth strect. The See- 
retary was instructed to inform him 
that this matter would come up in 
eonnection with the street lighting 
program now being considered by the 
council. 

The board of fire underwriters of 
Manitoba wrote that the new rates 
for Edmozton would de forthcoming 
in a short time. The Secretary was 
instructed to inform the board that 
this was practically the answer which 
had been received on the.. matter 
whenever broached during tte last 
six months. 

Mr. Kelch sent in a bundle of com- 
munications regarding the new ma- 
chinery for the power house.

The matter was to come 
up in the railway committee yester- 
day. 

A communication was received frem-} - 

Dr. Chas. H. Stuart Wade, J.P., M. 
S.A., F.R.G.S., regarding immigra- 
ticn matters. On motion the secre- 
tary was instructed to wire Mr. Wade 
this rcorning to return home. 
* An application of Whitelaw and 
Nairn for a reduction in the rental 
of the old warehouse next the firehall 
was stood over to the adjourned 
meeting. 

A requisition of the Chief of Po- 
lice for three rain proof coats and 
three caps was referred to the Li- 
cense and Pelice committee. . 

Mr. Willis Chipman informed the 
council that the completed plans for 
the town services would be sent for- 
ward at once. 

The Secretary of the fire brigade 
wrote re the carrying out of the bri- 
gade’s suggestion regarding RKob- 
ertson hall and other similar places 
to ensure the safety of the public, 
also complaining that there is no 
building inspector and buildings are 
put up regardless of the town by-law. 
He also wanted the fire brigade of- 
ficers made police officers during a 
fire to assist the brigade in their 
work. 

A petition from the residents af- 
fected csking for the brushing of 10th 
Street from Jasper avenue te Mac- 
Kenzie avenue, was referred to the 
engineer. 

A petition signed by the majority 
of the business men in town was read 
asking that the council put an early 
closing by-Jaw in force, making it 
compulsory to close up at 6 p.m. The 
petition was favorably received and 
the solicitor asked to prepare the 
necessary by-law. 

The mecting then adjourned unt 
4 p.m. toduy.

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Canadian Agriculture 


The annual report of the year’s 


work on the experimental farms of 
the Dominion has just been issued. In 
the introduction Dr. Saunders, direc- 
tor of the farms, uses these encourag- 
ing words regarding Canadian agri- 
culture. The words are of special 
interest to Western people, to whose" 
industry and perseverance is very. 
jargely due the satisfactory results 
mentioned. 

“The results of farm operations in 
Canada in 1903 have, on the whole, 
been encouraging. While the wheat 
«rop in the Canadian Northwest has, 
been reduced in volume and the grade 
somewhat lowered by unfavorable 
weather, the higher prices which have 
prevailed have done much to make up 
both for the shortage and the injuzy. 
In the eastern previneces the returns 
have been larger, and most of the 
asore important crops have given 
snore . than an average, and in the 
output of live stock and dairy pro- 
gucts the increase has been general. 
‘he aréa of land under ercp is in-~ 
creasing rapidly and the volume of 
agricultural exports becoming larger 
from year to year. 

“During the past seven years the 
exports of. farm products heaye more 
than doubled. The articles in which 
the larger part of this increase has 
occurred are wheat, flour, pease, cat- 
tie, perk, poultry, cheese, butter and 
fruits. Along these lines the -re- 
sources of Canada for the extension 
cf trade’. are practically unlimited.

Fielding delivered the. budget speech 
this afternoon. Th¢é condition of the 
country showed continued prosperity 
Actual reductions of the debt had been 
made of over a million dollars during 
the seven years of Liberal rule against 
increases of six millions a year during 
the eighteen years of Conservative rule.

ever, efles many arrests the police of 
thot city. then under the chieftaincy 
ot George W. Hubbani, hit upon the 
W'tis% Tascott elew. Tascott had been 
an elevator boy at the Palmer house, 
zea was well made and good looking. 
It was represented that he was em- 
pleyed by day and committed robberies 
at night 

Feevy rewards — one for $10,000, 
which was subsequently raised to $20,- 
€00—were offered for Tascott and for 
two or three years Tascott was turn- 
ing up, dead or alive, in all parts of 
North and South America. Finally, 
A. J. Stone, ,whose wife was an ad- 
opted daughter of Amos J. and Henri- 
etta Snell, took the trail with Chicago 
police officers, and they traversed the 
northwestern states and Manitoba and 
other western Canadian. provinces. 

But Tanscott remained elusive. tiow- 
ever, there fs ground for the suspicion 
that he found his way to Alaska or 
the Klondike in Canada, for he made 
inquirles concerning British Columbia 
several months before the Snell tra- 
gedy and while he was employed at 
the Palmer house. Eventually Mrs. 
Srell withdrew the reward for Tas- 
cott, quarrels, civil suits and other 
scandals followed among members of 
the family and to-day the Snell mil- 
jions are supposed to have been dissi- 
pated, Im part, and passed into other 
hands, 

Now comes a sensational story from 
Klondike that a+ miner on his death- 
bed had confessed to being Tascott. 
The dispatch, from Victoria, B. C., to 
« Chicago paper, is as follows: 

If the volunisry declaration of a dy- 
ing man {s .to be believed, finie has 
been written to the historic Snell tra- 
gedy of fifteen years ago, and Tascott, 
the long-sought murderer, sel?-identi- 
fied, has pald the penalty of. his crime 
with penitence and pow fills an un- 
marked grave in the heart of the Ai- 
askan wilderness, whither he had fled 
for the effacement of his individuality. 

Philip Robertson,~a strictly reliable 
man, prospector and miner, received 
the dying man’s confession, and tells 
the story simply and dramatically. 
Those who knew “him best there de- 
clare that there is no doubt that Rob- 
ertson speaks the truth, and unless 
one can Imagine a dying man seek- 
ing to cover ‘himself with infamy by 
purposeless Talachood his story of the 
death of Tascott must be accepted as 
unchallengeable. 3 

“Robertson’s narrative fills several 
cfiumns in the Dawson papers, just to 
hand. He had left the Klondike capi- 
tal, he says, late last fall in a small 
boat and alone, bound for the Tanana 
mouth, where he expected to catch 4 
steamer for the new placer grounds at 
Fairbanks. After fighting an unex- 
pected fea rush he reached 2 point 
near Dah! river in a particulariy deso- 
late and forbidding region, where he 
made camp to wait for less dangerous 
water. He had thrown together & 
brush shelter, and xvas able to oye 
in when the forlorn wailing of 2 dog 
surprised his ears. He at once Invest- 
igated and shortly found the dog, or 
half-starved shepherd, seemingly “6 
much distress.
